Sri K. V. Narayana Reddy (Kamalapur) : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, while associating myself with the sentiments express- 
ed by my honourable colleagues at the passing away of 
our beloved Prime Minister, an illustrious countryman 
and the chief architect of India's secular democracy, 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, I will add a few words to the 
resolution just moved by the Hon'ble Revenue Minister. 

Our estimation of Panditji's life, character and genius, 
our sense of bereavement to the^oQntsy and the world at 
t&lge would be consig&e4Jo feister^to cherish the memory 
of a gteat and good jaait, \ W§ have -lost Panditji for 
ever.r ^J^'ftfefnt the serfes of his services is indeed 
difficult' Hfe.fiA^Hectu&I and public display were immen- 
sely superb, US whs ati eminent parliamentarian- and 
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also was the leading statesman of the world and it would 
not be easy to recall any parallel in the biography of the 
illustrious men of the world, I cannot attempt to sum up 
the aggregate of the services of Pandit Nehru. It is really 
impossible at this juncture for me to do. But it is not too 
much to say, Sir, that we have the privilege of associating 
ourselves with Nehru Era and we cannot imagine as to 
what extent had Nehru with his acts, words, 
thoughts and ihe events of his life associated himself for 
ever in the memory of all of. us, with every historical 
effort, with every glory, with every great name and fun- 
damental institution - which are perfectly of Nehru and 
India and which are secular and humanistic. I say, Sir, 
Nehru was a great democrat and I cannot easily forget 
with what affection, admiration and confidence he spoke 
to me in an interview, he admitted to me in 1953, at his 
re^detteer He spoke of politics: we discussed the prob- 
lems of education and educators and several other topics 
which formed the discipline of social man. He was really 
a great man and I cannot forget this. 

Again, Sir, I should say that the one great tendency 
of Panditji's life and character was to elevate the whole 
tone of public mind. It was the greatest achievement of

Pandit Nehru and he did it throughout his public life and 
we cannot forget this. And again, Sir, it is not easy to 
imagine how the United Nations could develop to its 
present stage without the positive and constructive contri- 
bution by India under the able guidance of Pandit Nehru. 
Nehru was the author of Panch Sheel and through it he 
did much to make the non-alignment of new nations 
recognised and respected, Panditji's foreign policy was 
such that he won respect in Washington m well as in 
Moscow. It was a great achievement of Panditji and lie 
was a source o£ inspiration to all Afro- Asian cou&trfes* 
Finally, Sir, tte^^t^4rifen»€s that poured in ftcmiwfe

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at the death of Nehru from various countries are the 
acknowledgement of Panditji's deep attachment to liberal 
and humanist ideals; and in the briefest tribute that I had 
an opportunity to pay in this August House, I would only 
impress upon my hon. colleagues that we should love to 
follow Nehru. The United Democratic Front conveys its 
deep sympathies to Smt. Indira Gandhi and the members 
of the Nehru family.

Through the ages nature has produced a number 
of great saints and seers, eminent statesmen, poets and 
philosophers, who, each in his own way, has contributed 
towards the salvation of humanity but none with two great 
qualities of social nature about him — in support of the 
rights of others and in sympathy for those who are suffer- 
ing. With fertility of his intellect and his rare talent for 
achieving something great and permanent, with his unboun- 
ded love for humanity, his manifold activities, his doubt* 
less courage and fervent zeal for peace and prosperity, the 
world has not produced another greater man; and scarcely 
one" is left with a more splendid and stainless name in this 
world than Pandit Jawaharlal Nthru. 

He was a very peculiar man. He never talked of God 
or religion but was more Godly and religious in his ac- 
tions than many people who talked insistently of God and 
religion and did little for the good of humanity. It looks
